EVIDENCE OF PULMONARY AFFECTION. 


Everything that I have seen since my arrival 
here goes to show that if the Crown Prince be 
suffering from canter the malignant growth is 
not confined to the region of the larynx. The 
coming bere of Dr. Kussmaul, the celebrated 
pulmonary specialist, together with the hope- 
lessness apparent at the Villa Zirio all 
tend to confirm me in my be- 
lief that the eating disease has 
already reached the pulmonary organs, and 
of aura the case is hopeiess. By no other 
way can the pessimism of the physicians be 
explained. If the disease were confined to 
the larynx by this time the extraction of that 
organ would most certainly have 
been determined on and carried out. 
It is certainly a serious operation, but 
one which is becoming daily more 
frequent, and the survivors of which are 
amusingly enough being interviewed in all the 
capitals of Europe. Nor do I think, as has 
been said, that simply because the patient is 
the Prince Imperial such a desperate operation 
could not be considered.

La Follette’s Bill Affecting the Weight of 
Newspaper Packages.

WasHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—The pub- 
lishers of newspapers and weel@ly and monthly 
periodicals have been very much disturbed by 
the introduction to the House by Congressman 
La Follette of a billamending section 3,879 of 
the Revised Statutes, so that the same 
shall prohibit the mailing of any package 


weighing more than eight unds, except 
books or periodicals. As this bill now stands, 
if enacted into a law, the publishers would be 
put to untold inconvenience and expense. A 
single shipment of a leading magazine from 
York to Fan Francisco fakes 
260 magazines to the

it would be necessary to make them up into 
more than one thousand packages, as not 
more than eight or nine copies could 
be enclosed in a package. The illustrated 
weeklies now convenientiv enclosed in a sack 
would, if notexempt, have to be done up in 
quantities of less than: fi copies, thereby 
making it necessary to double them, destroy- 
ing in a measure their mercantile value.

River and Harbor Appropriations.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—The House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors are busily 
engaged in making a draft of the annual ap-

ENGINEER WATTS KILLED. \ 


The First Tragedy of the Burlington Strike 
at Brookfield, Mo. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

KANSAS OCrrr. Mo., March %8.—George H. 
Bostick, the Burlington bridge foreman at 
Brookfield, Mo., at 4 o’clock this morning, 
fatally shot John Watts, a brotherhood 
striving engineer. The stories told to the 
passengers and trainmen who came in from 
Brookfield to-day say that Watts approached 
the engine, No. 63, his own engine, when it 


pulled in, and asked the engineer if he might 

speak with him. Having received the 

engineer’s consent, he mounted the cab and 

began to argue with him against 8 for 
e 


the road. He was ordered to ave 
the cab by a deputy who 
was guarding the engine, and on 


his refusing to do sothe deputy pushed him 
off. Watts then aroseto his feet, and started 
for the engine, when Bostick, who was stand- 
ing near, pulled his revolverand shot him 
through the right temple. Bostick had been 
sworn in as a Deputy Snertff, and claimed that 
Watts and others approached the engine and 
endeavored to take charge of it, and that 
when he and the other deputy attempted to 
prevent their doing so Watts drew a pistol 
and he shot him in self-defense. 
Bostick was placed under arrest and to 
avoid being lynched was taken to Linueus. 
It is reported that he will be brought to Kan- 
sas City. Theexcitement at Brookfield is in- 
tense. Forty armed deputies have been sent 
there from Linneus. Itis generally believed 
there that Bostick became frightened and shot 
without sufficient provocation. Watts was a 
single man about 80 years old. He lived with 
his widowed mother at St. Joseph 
and was starting for home, having purchased 
his ticket when the shooting occurred. He 
has been employed on the Burlington as an 
engineer for three years, and is reported to 
have been a sober and industrious man. The 
news of his death created a great deal of bad 
feeling among the strikers here, and some of 
them stated openly that a party was being 
made up to go to Brookfield and lynch Bos- 
tick, If he is brought to Kansas City there will 
probably be trouble. |

The meeting of the Democratic National 
Convention in St. Louis June 5 will, for 
divers reasons, be the most interesting 
thing of the kind since the war. It will 
most probably initiate a successful effort 
to wipe out unnecessary war taxes and to 
obliterate with them the last remnant of 
the evil usages and bitter memories en- 
tailed upon the country by the civil war 
and the subsequent sectional strife.

Gov. Leslie Asked to Pardon a Convict

THE SCORING RULES. 

While the Board of Arbitration’ was in ses- 
sion the members of the Joint po ae Rules 
Committee and the delegates of the National 
Base Ball Reporters’ Association were confer- 
ring on the interpretation of playing rules, 
endeavoring to obtain a uniform meth- 
od of scoring. Heretofore differ- 
ences ot opinion existed between 
the scorers in different cities on many points 
and this led tothe formation of the associa- 
tion. Those who represented the association 
and who are chiefly responsible for the happy 
results obtained, are John Mandigo, G. E. 
Stackhouse, ‘‘June’’ Rankin of this oity; 
Ren Mulford, Jr., of Oincinhati, Billy 
Volts of Philadelphia and Jake Morse and W. 
D. Sullivan of Boston. The playing rules 
committee is composed of Messrs. Williams 
Barnie and Phelps of the Association, and 
Young, Rogers and Spalding of the League. 
The result of the conference was as follows: 

Section 4 of rule 65—‘‘In the fourth column 
shall be scored bases stolen and shall be 
governed as follows: Any attempt to 
steal 1 base must go to the 
credit of the base runner, whether 
the ball is thrown wild or muffed by the 
fielder; dut any manifest error isto be charged 
to the felder making the same. If the base 
runner another base, he 
shall not be credited with 4 
stolen base, and the fielder allowing 
the advancement is tobe charged with an 
error. Ifthe base runner makes a start and a 
battery’error is made, the runner secures the 
credit of a stoien base and the battery 
error is scored against the player 
making it. Should a base-runner overrun a 
base and then be put out he should receive 
the credit of a stolen base. 

Sec. 3, Rule 6.—That in all cases where 
a base-runner jis retired by being hit bya 
batted ball the bateman shall be 
credited with a base hit. That when a player 
reaches first base through an error of judg- 
ment, such as two fielders allowing the ball to 
drop between them, the latter shall 
not be credited with a base hit, 
nor the welder charged with an error. 
But it sball be scored as an unexpected chance, 
and the batter shgll be charged with a time at 
bat. 

Sec. 7, rule 65. An earned run shall be scored 
every time the player reaches the 
home base unaided by errors before chances 
have been offered to retire the side; 
but bases on balls, though summarized as 
errors, shall be credited as factors in earned 
runs.

A Bloody Encounter,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 3.—A brutal and 
bloody prize fight occurred about elght miles 
from here last night between Peter Treator 
and George Gaylor, Queensberry rules. 


It was 10:20 o’ clock when time 
was called for the first round, 
The men fought eleven rounds, Gaylor forcing 
the fighting, or at least making all the leads 
from the start.

Treator would 
follow Gaylor about the ring until the 
latter would mage a break at 
him and then he would lunge back, striking a 
very hard but not weli-directed blow. In the 
third round Gaylor got a cut under the left eye, 
which marked him. He should have won the 
fight in the fourth round, however, 
for he hit Treator 80 hard, and 80 
face, and he appeared dazed, but the advan- 
tage was not followed up. He had another 
such chance in the ninth round, which was 
the hardest fought round of the en- 
counter. Gaylor had the best of 
the hitting, but was knocked down at 
the end, and when time was called it was hard 
to tell who was the bioodiest, Treator, Gaylor 
or the referee, but the blood had neagly all 
come from the first named. When Gaylor 
went to his corner at the end of 
the tenth round he was white in the 
face and ver unsteady, and before the 
eleventh round was half over, he threw up 
his hands and said: ‘‘Il can’t fight any longer. 
I am sick at my stomach,’’ and his appear- 
ance indicated that he told the truth. He was 
but littl marked, while Treator had both 
eyes and his nose swolien, and was covered 
with blood. He was awarded the fight 
by the referee. He did not really 
whip Gaylor, however, for the latter, with the 
possible exception of one round, had the best 
of it all the way through, but he came up in 
good form every time, and was evidently there 
to fight hours if it was necessary to win the 
fight.

The Brown Scandal Investigation—Gutten- 
burg Races—Horse Matters. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 8.—The Jockey 
Club investigation of the Sam Brown turf 
scandal was made to-dayin the office of the 
President, Col. M. Lewis Clark. Col. Clark 
presided, and the full Executive Board of the 
Jockey Club wasin attendance, consisting of 
Col. Churchill, Col. John M. Barbour, J. T. 
McCullough, Lee Bloom and Wm. Gaulpert. 


Maj. Ed Hughes, Col. J. R. Watts and Fred 
Bisbop were also present. Capt. Brown was 
net on hand, neither were the Dwyers. No 
oral testimony was heard, but sworn affidavits 
were received from all the parties concerned 
except Capt. Brown, who sent a letter 
as an explanation. Capt. Brown made a 
sweeping denial ofallthe allegations said to 
have emanated from bim and out of which the 
trouble has grown. He denied emphatically 
that he had ever, publicly or privately, 
obarged that the Derby of 1882 was ‘‘crooked,’ 
or that Runnymede had been pulled.“ 
Neither did he ever assert that the 
firm of Watts, Hughes & Cathcart stood to 
lose $275,000 on their book in case Runnymede 
won. As is usual in such cases he declared 
that he had been misrepresented in the inter- 
views published in the newspapers. All he 
had ever said on the subject was that he had 
heard there was something wrong about the 
race, and that it was to the interest of the 
bookmakers for Runnymede to lose. 

The affidavit of Mr. Phil J. Dwyer was read. 
He denied in the most positive manner that 
there was anything wrong with the race. He 
explained at löngth the circumstances at- 
tending the trgining of Runnymede, and 
showed that e trouble with the colt was 
that he had no work before the race to 
get him into condition. The weather 
in the East, where he  wintered, 
was bad and it rained here before the race a 
number of days, so that the track could not 
be used. On the other had, Apollo had 
ample work and was in splendid form. Mr. 
Dwyer thought Runnymede was the best 
horse, but not on that day, and 
that Apollo won fairly. He also went on to 
showin the affidavit that instead of there 
being any posstbie chance for him to profit by 
the defeat of his colt he had lost beavily on 
the result and would have wen a large sum 
bad Runnymede come first under the wire. 

Affidavits to the same effect were received 
from Jimmy McLaughlin, who rode Runny- 
mede, and the trainer, James Rowe. Joe 
Burt, who was given by Capt. Brown as 
authority for the rumor, denied that he had 
ever talked with Brown about that Derby 
or that he had ever said it was not fairly run. 
Affidavits were also received from Maj. Hughes 
and J. R. Watts denying that —. had ever 
heard or seen anything wrong about the race. 

‘*‘Whet will we do about the matter?’’ said 
Col. Clark, this evening. ‘*‘Why, we can do 
nothing at all. Capt. Brown denies making 
the charges, and that ends the matter. We 
have made à report to this effect.

Not a Party Measure—The Saloon Element

CINCINNATI, O., March 8.—The effect of the 
Owen bill, which passed the House at Colum- 
bus yesterday, and is certain to pass the Sen- 
ate, will be to close all the saloons in all the 
cities of the State on Sunday.

Opening of the New York Flay- House 
Fanny Davenport in „La Tosca.”

NEW YORK, March 3.— Every element of ele- 
gance lent itself to the opening of the new 
Broadway Theater to-night. The audience 
was especially brilliant in appearance 
and notable in character. It occu- 
pied every point of comfort in the 
new building, converted the parquette into 


a parterre, festooned the circle with beauty 
and trimmed the handsome boxes with color 
and vivacity. The impression made by the 
new theater was in every way a pleasant 
one. It ig spacious, comfortable, airy, and 
quietly beautiful. The 8 tint of color 
is Venetian red, relieved with white and gold 
with Romanesque designs. The boxes are 
double Oriental booths, with rich canopies, 
decorated inside in what is called comb- 
work, and lit with swinging Fer- 
sian lamps. Under the electric light 
the tone of colorin the house was subdued 
and soft.

STATING THE LAW, 


A Letter From Secretary Bayard on the 
Fatradition of Citizens. 


BWrelegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCH. 

Evpaso, Tex., March 8.—The following let- 
ter setties a vexed question by declaring the- 
policy of the present administration on the 
question of extraditing citizensof the United 
States chdrged with erime in Mexico. The 
letter was forwarded by Gov. Ross to state 
District Judge T. A. Falvey, the extradition 
agent at this point. 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
WASHINGTON, February 4, 1 


To His Exceliency, TL. S. Ross, Governor of the 
State of Texas, Austin, Ter. 


Str—I have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter of the 18th inst., in rela- 
tion to the case of Charles Hudson, held in 
Texas for extradition to Mexico on a charge 
of robbery, it being alleged that Hudson isa 
citizen of the United States. You request to 
be informed whether the Department will ad- 
here to its former ruling in the Trimble case. 
That ruling, if applied to the case 
in question, might prevent the extra- 
dition of the prisoner and render 
futile the efforts. and expenditures of 
the Mexican Government to obtain 
his surrender. As the decision of the depart- 
ment in the Trimble case is understood it 
was held as under the extradition treaty 
between the Unted States and Mexico, 
neither of the contracting parties shall be 
bound to deliver up its own citizen, the Presi- 
dent would not be anthorized in the absence 
of an express grant of power under 
the laws of the United States 
to surrender to Mexico a citizen 
ofthe United States. The trea provision 
referred to which is found similarly stated 
in many of our extradition treaties was 
held to pot a «a apy obliga ation to surrender 
and thus autborities of 
this Government without authority to act in 
such a case. 

Atter due consideration, the department is of 
the opinion that the construction given to the 
treaty in the Trimble casé is correct.

Barnum’s roast 
beef was talked about everywhere and the 
merchants’ dinner was a special feature of the 
management. The transient trade wag the 
best of the times, and the house was selected 
forthe entertainment of the Prince of Wales 
when he visited the United States in 1841. Of 
late years the managers catered more to fam- 
Uy trade, and asthe oity moved out to Grand 
avénue and beyend that class of business de- 
clined. After the death of Mr. Barnum the 
hotel was conducted for several years by Col. 
Pratt, formerly of the Gait House, Louisville, 
another house with a greatreputation. When 
his lease expired the property passed back 
into the hands ef the Taylor estate, and is had 
been in the market a long time before the an- 
nouncement was made that a boarding-house 
proprietor on Second street had sec it.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Township Officers Object to the Action of 
County Supervisors—Items of News. 


When the County Board of Supervisors 
passed a resolution several weeks ago declar- 
ing the city of East St. Louis a separate town- 
ship and abolishing all the town officials, it 
was thought that the action was final, but 
good reasons for ‘oubt as to the 
legality of the Board’s action in mak

I will continue to hold the office of 
Town Clerk until the expiration of my term in 
April, and will then be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. 

What reasons have you for believing that 
the County Board's action was not legal?“ 

do not believe it was not legal, I know it. 
The procedure was entirely wrong. The County 
Board made the separation on a request of the 
Counoill, thinking that the law of 1877, in re- 
lation to such separations, was still in force. 
This law gave the County Board the right to 
make a city a separate townshjp on 
request of the Council, but in 
1 the Legislature amended the law and 
the County Board now has no jurisdiction, 
unless a majority of the electors vote for the 
separation. The law, as it reads at present, 
also provides that no new township shall be 
created which is less than ten 
miles square. The territor lopped off 
trom East St. Louis is much smaller than that. 
I have consulted the best lawyers about the 
matter and they all say that there is no ques- 
tion that the County Board acted entirely 
without authority in making the separation 
merely on the request of the City Council.’’ 

Mr. Tissier stated further that he believed 
that all the old town officers would announce 
themselves as candidates for re-election. 

Martin D. Baker, Clerk of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, was seen and asked what 
action the Commissioners would take in case 
townshi tickets were presented at the 
polls. e gaid that the Commissioners had 
only just bevrd of the matter and 
had not had time to consider what course 
would be proper. Not speaking anuthorita- 
at fm however, he said he thought the Com- 
missioners would recognize the Coun- 
ty Board’s action as legal until 
it had been proven otherwise, and would 
instruct the judges not to receive any votes 
for township officers if any should be pre- 
sented. Legaladvice would be sought, how- 
ever, before such a course was fully deter- 
mined upon.

This elevation about the water 
line and a séries of connecting valleys 
which drain into the river have made com- 

aratively easy the problem of sewWering this 

ig city of nearly sixty-two square miles and 

solving the problem of surface drainage. 
Twenty-five Fears aso St. Louis had only 
about forty miles of sewers. In 1881 the total 
length Of sewers, public and district, was $1.52 
miles. 

To-day the city has over 276 miles of sewers 
built and maintained at a cost of nearly 8, 000. -

MAKING READY, 


A MEETING OF CITIZENS TO PREPARE FOR 
THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


The Various Committees Appointed to Make 
the Arrangements Necessary for the Ac- 
commodation of the Delegates—An Inju- 
dicious Speech Causes a Ripple at the 
Meeting—Headquarters Assigned to the 
States and Territories. 


MEETING of citizens 
was held yesterday aft - 
ernoon at the Mayor’s 
office at the City Hall 
for the purpose of mak- 
ing preliminary ar- 
rangements for the re- 
ception of the National 
VemocraticConvention, 
which will meet in this 
eity June 5. As this was 
the first reunion ot the

When Mr. John G. Priest arose to give his ex- 
perience in 1876 he took occasion to say that 
too much honor could not be bestowed on 
Committeeman Prather. The Speaker did not 
even throw asoptothe other members of the 
St. Louis delegation which was represented 
at yesterday’s meeting by some of its 
most active members, or even to 
the Chair by whose permission Mr. 
Priest addressed the meeting. Some few mo- 
ments elapsed before the meeting recovered 
completely from the effectof the remarks, 
which, possibly through an oversight, left 
room for numerous inferences. 

On calling the meeting to order Mayor 
Francis said that St. Louis had secured the 
honor of entartaining the National Democratic 
Convention, when that compliment was more 
eagerly sought by rival contestants than ever 
before in the bistory of the party conventions. 
Itnow behooved the citizens to prepare for 
the discharge of the duties of hospitality 
which devolved upon the city. The meeting 
was organized by the selection of Mayor Fran- 
cis as Chairman, D. W. Caruth as Vice-Ohair-

The Superior- 
ess gave her a touched relic of St. Theresa, a 
piece of silk laid on the body of that saint and 
foundress. The mother, after going home to 
apply the silk, came back to the nuns, and 
made a novena witn them. On her return 
home the child was perfectly cured, and is, as 
has been already stated, now at Florissant, a 
living testimony ot the power of miraculous 
healing and prayer, 

THE SPIRIT OF PROPHECY. 


This same order lost a Sister, late in the 
present century, at a foreign convent, who 
died at the age of 82, remarkable for her 
wonderful gifts of prophecy, and the ex- 
traordinary series of visions vouchsafed to 
her, She lived a life of absolute abstraction 
from the things of this werid, and during her 
prayers and intercessions, which were per- 
petual and incessant, was gratified by visions 
of the Blessed Mother and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

One day, during her novitiate, while pre- 
paring clothes for. the wash, it suddenly 
flashed avross her mind that at the death of 
her grandfather, whom she venerated as a 
saint, she had preserved a lock of his snowy 
hair. Not being able to recall the disposition 
of this relic, which she thought must have 
been leftat home, she prayed her guardian 
angel to watch over it. Immediately on rising 
she saw beside her a lock of snowy hair, the 
fac simile of that she so greatly prized. Filled 
with astonishment she inquired of the Sisters 
if they knew anything about it, but none 
could give her the slightest information. 

She possossed an extraordinary gift of proph- 
ecy and foretold the apparition at La 
Salette and the dethronement of Louis Phil- 
lippe with the subsequent reign of terror of 
the Paris Commune. The story of her life has 
been published. On one occasion she felt her- 
self gathered into the arms of the Virgin 
Motherand fed withthe milk with which the 
infant Jesus was nourished. She constantly 
recetved personal directions from the Deity, 
and under miraculous counsel established the 
copfraternity of the Holy Face for the purpose 
of making reparation for blasphemy and the 
desecration of the Sabbath. After her death, 
which, as we have said, was atan early age, 
four new candies that had been lighted at the 
altar burnt for hours without asingle inch 
being consumed. 

The same order relates the story of a young 
novice who seemed quite unable to master 
sufficient Latin to recite or chant the divine 
office in choir, which is one of the principal 
duties of the order. After some time her 8u- 
perior decided to send her away for this 
reason, but she begged so hard for a further 
trial onthe ground that the Blessed Virgin 
who had procured her admission to the com- 
munity would also teach her to read Latin, 
that the Mother Prioress laughingly told her 
(perhaps to put an end to her entreaties) to 
prove her divine call by bringing from the 
garreta huge broken statue of the Virgin, on 
a Block of stone that six men had scarcely 
been able to lift and place there. Full of faith 
and hope the novice wentto the garret, and 
to the astonishment of the community soon 
returned with the enormous mass of solid 
stone in her arms. There could no longer be 
any doubt as to the will of God concerning her 
vocation; and, in fact, she soon learned to 
read Latin marvelously well. 

TWO SAINTS OF THE VISITATION. 

The Reverend Mother of the Visitation 
Order was very courteous and sufficiently 
communicative. The community have re- 
cently lost two Sisters whose lives they re- 
garded astruly miraculous, One, a lay Sister, 
died in 1884, the same day as Gen. Grant. The 
sister was remarkably devout, and while she 
saw no visions, was conscious of the constant 
presence near her of Jesus, in Kis human 
character. Every Friday she went through the 
agony of Jesus and the stations of the eross, 
and as the hour of 8 drew near, at which time 
Jesus expired, she would suffer all the ago- 
nies of death, and appear to be actually 
on the point of expiring. After 8 
p. m. she would recover and go about der 
duties as usual. Later on in her life, while 
kneeling before the stations, drops of bloody 
sweat would pour from her, just as with the 
Sayior in the garden of Gethsemane. She had 
offered herself early in life asa victim for the 
sins of others, and to this was attributed her 
sufferings. 

This nun possessed the gift of prophecy in 
She foretold several 
events that would, and did eventually, hap- 
pen to the community; and when anew pupil 
ontered could not only foretell her whole life, 
but could discern in a moment if she were 
naturally carnal-minded, no 
how fair she seemed outward)y. Her 
prophecies as to the nature and future 
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physical agony she suffered every Friday, this 

nun lived to the age of 82. and expired at last, 

as we have said, in 1884. ö 
EXTRAORDINARY MANIFESTATIONS. 

Another nun, a choir-sister in the same 
order, also felt the presence of Christ beside 
her, and never spoke except as ordered by her 
invisible guide. This nun also possessed the 
gift of prophecy, and the Sisters were in the 
habit of consulting her in respect to any 
action regarding the future welfare of their 
order. She could always produce the money 
needed for any special need or werk of 
charity, Cases have been known where she 
picked up the exact amount needed for charity 
or car fares from the mat at nher feet. She ex- 
ercised a special influence over the priests 
who attended the community. They were apt 
to regard her rather as a nuisance, so plainly 
did she point them to duties of a more or less 
unpleasant kind. Often they would try to 
evade her, but she would always deliver her 
message sooner or later and claim that she had 
received it from onhigh. One young priest 
whomshe commanded to perform some dis- 
tasteful duty declared that he would not do it 
unless he saw Jesus Christ himself. Then,“ 
said the nun, ‘‘you shall see bim,’’ and as she 
moved away the young priest saw Jesus, with 
his crown of thorns, standing in her place. 
This nun died in 1875. 

The Sisters of Mercy claim several super- 
natural visitations. The following are the 
most interesting, both occurring in this city: 
A sick girl was dying and almost in her last 
agony, with two Sisters as usual by her bed- 
side. She bad a great fear of death and was 
greatly troubled about her sins, and even the 
spiritual ministrations of the priest failed to 
console her. One evening she was mourning, 
as usual, that her sins were past forgiveness, 
when she raised hereyes and distinctly saw 
the Blessed Virgin by her bedside, who as- 
sured her that her sins were forgiven and that 
she should rest that night in the bosom ofthe 
eternal Father. The apparition was visible 
both to the Sisters and the patient. The giri 
died before morning, a beautiful, peaceful, 
painless death, and the Sisters relate the story 
as a marvel. 

MIRACULOTS HEALING. 

Another case in the same hospital was one 
of miraculous healing. A lady was suffering 
from internal tamor. The case was a bad one. 
The doctors bad declared that an operation 
would be instantiy fatal, and the woman was 
slowly dying. The tumor was very large, and 
the patient wasswelled to an extraordinary 
degree. The Sisters decided to hold a novena. 
The sixth, seventh and eighth days passed— 
no improvement. The patient seemed almos 
at the point of death, and it was scarcely ext 
pected that she could live through the night. 
The ninth morning dawned, and to the Intense 
astonishment of every one, the patient awoke 
from a light sleep, perfectly well. All traces 
ofthe tumor had disappeared, the sweiling 
had completely vanished, and the place where 
lt was, knew itno more, The patient who had 
not left her bed for many weeks, and had on- 
ly been fed with liquor nourishment, ate a 
hearty breakfast, rose and dressed, and from 
thattime tothis has had no return of her 
trouble. : 

A community, who devote their attention to 
the oare of the sick and insane, have more 
remarkable legends than this article can ac- 
commodate. The story of the miraculous 
medal is well known: How the Blessed Vir- 
gin appeared again and again to a young, ig- 
norantand simple-minded sister, with light 
flowing from her hands and heart, and com- 
manded her to tell her priest to have a medal 
struck in honor of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion; how the girl told her confessor of these 
visions and commands, and how again and 
again he refused to place any credence in her 
story. At last the girl told her confessor that 
the Blessed Virgin was very angry with him, 
and he at last carried the story to his superi- 
ors, and the medal was struck. All Catholics 
know this, ithappened.so recently, and the 
story of her life is in print and can be read by 
every one. The following incidents are not 
so well known, 

MORE MIRACULOUS CURES. 

A man was once brought to the hospital suf- 
fering with acute diarrhea. He was dying. The 
death rattle was in his throat and the Sister in 
charge who related the story to the present 
writer, did not expect he would live to be an- 
nolnted, though the priest was present and 
ready to administer the last sacraments of the 
church. He did not die then, however, and 
before the rites were quite over, he appeared 
to be gasping his last. At this moment the 
Sister was called away and went, leaving 
another Sister in her place. She was absent 
less than ten minutes and when she returned 
the man was up and dressed, looking fat and 
weil and healthy. The sister 
nearly fainted with the shock, but when 
she had revived a little, the other sister said 
that immediately on her leaving the patient 
(who had just been annointed) sat up and 
asked for his clothes. They were close at 
hand, and he promptly dressed, and finally 
ate a hearty breakfast and left the hospital to 
attend to his business. He remained healthy 
and well; but six months later he was taken 
sick with pneumonia and returned to the hos- 
pital, this time to die. 

THE MOST REMARKABLE STORY 
that ever ocourred outside of the pages of the 
Bible was told to the PoOsT-DIsPATOH repre- 
sentative by a sister of the same order. In an 
Eastern city a young Catholic servant girl, who 
had been several years in the same Protestant 
family, was suddenly taken very ill during the 
month of November. Her illness consisted of 
strange attacks. A doctor was called in and 
was obliged to confess himself utterly at 
fault. He was a Protestant. The attacks 
came on spasmodically, and during their 
progress the girl was flung violently against 
walls and chairs and upto the ceiling, ana 
dashed down again tothe floor, without any 
volition of her own, yet no bruise was ever 
found upon her. The gir! herseif believed she 
Was possessed with devils, and the doctor, 
unable to detect any reasonable cause for the 
attacks, suggested that a priest should be 
éalled. The priest, after witnessing an attack, 
ordered herto fast for three days and to ap- 
pear at the cnapel of the Sisters’ Hospital on 
the fourth. This programme was faithfully 
carried out, and on the day appointed the 
priest, who himself had fasted, the sisters of 
the order, the girl and her friends, duly col- 
lected in the chapel. Mass was said, and 
when the communion was ready to be admin- 
istered 
THE PRIEST CALLED THE GIRL 

to come forward. Several persons tried to 
help ber, but found it impossible to move her. 
The priest then said: It you cannot come to 
your Savior He will come to you,’’ and ap- 
proached the giri, chalice iu hand, and com- 
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words. The devil answers throvgh the girl’s 
mouth that his time was not yet come. The 
priest then asked him who he was and why he 
tormented thatsoul. The devil replied that 
he was a devil of impurity and had entered 
her soul with her own permission in conse- 
quence ofsome rites performed by her and 
other young girls on the eve of All Saints. 
This part of the story is not exactly suitable 
for publication. Then the priest, still holding 
the chalice, commanded the devil in the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, who suffered and 
died to redeem that soul, to leave it and never 
to return. At the same moment he placed the 
blessed sacrament in the girl’g mouth. 
She swallowed the morsel, and was in- 
stantly torn by 8 paroxysm 80 
awful, that all those present covered 
their eyes, expecting to see her dashed to 
pieces. She fell on the floor an apparently 
lifeless mass, and those who ran to her found 
her quite unconscious, with smoke issuing 
from her mouth. For some time she was be- 
lieved to be dead, but was carried into the 
hospital and eventually recovered. She had 
berne a remarkably high character before this 
occurrence, and ever after conducted herself 
quietly and respectfully. The occurrence 
happened in Baltimore butafew years ago, 
and all the parties are yet living and able to 
testify to the facts of the story. 


ION GENNADIUS. 


The Albanian Greek Who Represents King 
George in Washington. 


Paradoxical as it may sound, the kingdom of 
Greece is so comparatively modern a State 
that there has been no 
time yet for the develop- 
ment of manufacturers. 
Agriculture is the 
staple, and, in fact, 
almost the exclusive 
industry of the people. 
The principal articie of 
production is that of 
currants, of which a 
very large quantity is 
annually exported to 
the United States. Re- 
cently the Treasury De- 
partment at Washing- 
ton has altered the 
method of calculating 
the customs dues on this 
particular article of im- 
port in such a manner 
asto render them abso- 

_ lutely prohibitive. Ro- 
alizing the great injury 
resulting therefrom to 

The Greek Minister. the currant producers 
in Greece, the Athens Cabings immediately 
instructed M. Ion Gennadius, th Minister 
Plenipotentiary at the Court of St. James, to 
proceed without delay to Washington on a 
special mission, and to induce the United 
States Treasury to modify its new regula- 
tions on the importation of currants. 

M. Gennadius arrived in this country a week 
or ten days ago, and Is at present at Washing - 
ton. He is a man of about 37 years of age, 
and belongs to a Greek Al n family which 
took a prominent part4n th revolution 
ot fifty years ago. lou was originally meant 
for diplomacy, but as his family objected to 
his serving King Otho, he went into com- 
merce. As soon, however, as the present 
Ring was elected tothe throne he entered the 
diplomatic service as Second Secretary of Le- 
gation at Constantinop!e. In 1875 he was pro- 
moted to the post of First Seoretary of the 
Greek Legation at London, and in 1878 was one 
of the Greek delegates to the Intérnational 
Congress of Berlin. 

In 1879 he brought to an issue the negotia- 
tions over the Greek revolutionary loans, and 
thus procured for them aquotation on the 
London Stock Exchange. In 1880 he went to 
Constantinople to assist in the negotiations 
respecting the rectification of the Grawco- 
Turkish frontier. In 1882 he was removed to 
Vienna, and in 1886 promoted to the rank of 
Minister to the English Court, being at the 
same time accredited to The Hague. 

M. Gepnadius, who is a bachelor, is quite 
popular in English society, and his extraor- 
dinary 
multifolded white petticoat, short jacket, tas- 
seled cap, etc.,isafamiliar and picturesque 
figure at the levees and drawing-rooms of the 
English Court. Moreover, he has been made 
by the Oxford University a D.C. L., honoris 
causa, and has published several volumes of 
poetry. 

It is expected that his mission to Washing- 
ton will be successful, as he is singudasty 
shrewd and wide-awake—in fact, a typical 
modern Greek.

As one good turn deserves another, and as by some 
chance one of these nice, good-intention people may, 
under an unlucky star, come in contact with one of 
my profession engaged in his regular business, you 
would most certainly fill a long-felt want if you would 
invent some quick and painless method for 4 criminal 
to murder his victim. Murdersare too often linger- 
ing and painful. Why should there not be a reform 
in that way? Should you kindly lend your genius to 
help our. profession in that way you would gain the 
lasting gratitude of the public as well ag of many

In replying briefly to the above, I will state 
that no burglar ever came to my house for 4 
favor and went away disappointed, provided I 
was able to contribute to his wants and pro- 
vided he went at it in the right way. i gave 


never jumped on a burglar behind his back or 
taken advantage of my great strength to do 
bim up. 

When a burgiaris in my house he is my 
guest. If he be willing to take things as he 
finds them be will ha 
But 1 believe that, 
already favored more than other people. 
hesitate to do anything to advance thelr in- 
terests until other industries have been fos- 
tered more. 

Burglars presume too much, I think. Be- 
cause they have free entree and cart blanche to 
the drawing-rooms of our best people, they 
want the earth and make themselves disagree- 
able. Ido not wish to hurt the feelings of our 
correspondent, especially if he takes the 
paper regularly, but for one I am going to 
quit protecting and fostering the infant in- 
dustry of American burglary as against the 
pauper burglar of Europe. I say, let us get 
our burgling done by the best and cheapest 
methods. Letour burglary take its chance in 
competition with that of effete monarchies, 
just as everything else will have to do some 
day. In the meantime 1 do not propose to do 
anything in a newspaper way that will look 
like an attempt to retain the burglar vote. 

Let the burglar rustle for his wages the way 
I do and the way other workingmen do. I 
know tbat burglars claim they are poorly paid 
because their work keeps them up nights so 
much, but newspaper men have to work nights 
also, and unless they can rob a prosperous 
burglar once in a while they have a bard row 
to hoe. 

And what have the burglars ever done for 
me that I should now be called upon to ad- 
vance their interests? 

When they had no other place to go, have 
they not always felt free to come to my house? 
And how have they rewarded my hospitality? 
When they went through my house last year 
and found a condition of things which would 
have moved the stoniest heart, what did they 
ado? They stolea valuable autograph album 
which had been gent me to write in and I had 
it to pay for. They took a valuable umbrella 
which I had borrowed a few years ago, and 
which I intended to return to the owner after 
awhile. They ate some cold rice and sorghum 
which had been set aside for the use of other 
guests, and then they left the gate open so 
that cows got in and até up my lima beans. 

Now fam asked to use my influence in the 
direction of better sand-bag facilities for 
burglars and % more reliable style of rapid 
transit between the taxpayer and the New 
Jerusalem. 

In years past I will admit that I was running 
for office a good deal, andI had to do things 
that would retain the burglar vote, but now I 
am firm in my convictions and outspoken for 
what I believe to be right. Aman engaged in 
trying to be his own successor in the portfolio 
of Justice ofthe Peace is not a free moral 
agent.

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THEATRICAL TEARS. 


Stage Emotions Dissected From a Physio- 
logical Standpoint. 
From the London Lancet. 

The question of theatrical tears, and whether | 
they be produced bythe actor independently 
of real emotion, has lately been discussed. 
The question is not without interest and has 
been answered in various ways by different 
actors, some contending that the highest art 
in this direction is only seen when the artist 
feels“ his part; while others state that emo- 
tional conditionsin the actor are fatal to the 
highest form of theatrical art. To how large 


An extent ouremotions are under contro! is 


patent to everybody, for much of our early 
education is devoted entirely to the formation 
of habits of control in this direction. Emo- 
tions are mainly reflex 47 — and are 
produced as the result of thoughts, sounds or 
sights. It is a happy thing for us that emo- 
tlont of joy are far more easily produced than 
emotions of sorrow. eallof us know the 
passage in ‘‘Pickwick’’ or the particule pict- 
ure In **Punch’’ which has made us laugh 
again and again; but the tears of sorrow or 
the feelings of dread or terror are not so easily 
conjured up. Thus it happens that comic 
actors are met with in profusion, while tragic 
actors, who are really able to stir the sorrow- 
ful emotions in an educated audience, are 
comparatively rare. It is ve doubtful 
whether an actor.can stir up in his audience 
the higher emotions, unless he abandons him- 
self to the situation ofthe play, and himself 
feels to some extent the sorrows or terrors of 
the scene. An actor who can only manage to 
etir the emotions of thé most easily moved of 
his audience, whether to laughter or tears, 
has gone a good way toward success; for 
emotional states are so infectious that the 
sound or sight of tears or laughter is sure to 
cause the prevailing emotion to spread. The 
really great actor, however, must be capable 
of doing something more than merely tue 
the biggest fool of the audience—he mus 
make his audience absolutely forgetful of 
itself, and be himself the direct, and not the 
indirect, cause of the emotional state into 
which it is thrown. To do this the actor 
must be himself a person of intense 
feeling, and must for the time experience 
the emotion he is seeking to A Really 
great acting is a matter of feeling rather than 
of reasoning intelligence, and we doubt 
whether an actor who studies and puzzles too 
much over the subtleties of the author is not 
in danger of checking the manifestations of 
his histrionic genius. Itisa well-known fact 
that Master Betty, the ‘‘infant Roscius,’’ 
could as a boy stir the higher emotions of the 
audience by his portrayal of Shakspeare’s 
eee (the subtleties of which he most 
certainly could not understand), but that this 
tye ee was, so to say, knocked out of him 
y a university education, which probably 
brought home to him the shortcomings of hts 
performances, and, by teaching him to reason 
about his character, prevented the feeling 
portrayal of the prevalling emotions. TwWo of 
the greatest actors of the present age—Salvini 
and Ristori—both belong to the emotional 
Italian race, and it is impossible to believe 
that during the portrayal of their most suc- 
cessful — they are not entirely forgetful of 
themselves and engrossed by the emotions of 


the scene. \

DRESS SUITS. 

Naturally the dress suit is first considered in 
„The Etiquette of Men's Dress. In its in- 
structions and comments regarding this suit 
the book says that while its general outlines 
remain the same,yet there have been changes, 


and ‘‘ifany of these details be slighted, the 
solecism committed is sure to be noted by some 
careful observer.’’ As for the material: 

Broadcloth and doeskin have almost abso- 
lutely 1 and the rich, hard-woven 
diagonals of the last few seasons are slowly 
but surely giving place tothe rough finished 
cheviot or thibet cloths that for two entire 
seasons have been the universal rage in En- 
gland for cutaways and frock coats for after - 
noon wear. Like mostnew fashions in cloths, 
this cheviot or thibet stuff has been a long 
time in gaining ground in our country, but, 
now thatit has come into general use, it 
seems booked foraregular craze, * 

The present mode requires that the 2 dt 
the coat should be faced with heavy black 
gros grain silk; this extends usually only to 
the seam, but ‘it preferred, to the extreme 
edge of the lapel. Either is fashionable. 

Tailors who consider fine, points of fit, line 
the back of the coat with satin and not with 
the heavy gros grain silk used forthe facings. 
The satin sets closer and firmer, and the coat 
slips on easier. 

VESTS. 

The vest recovers some of its aacient V 
shape, having recoiled from the round cut of 
last season, and there is ‘‘a disposition to fa- 
vor black silk vests, which are made of Otto- 
man, matelasse and "moire antique. A vest 
made of fine black worsted and embroidered 
with a ‘‘beautiful vine pattern on the collar, 
down the front, across the bottom and upon 
the pocket welts’’ is also ‘‘anew and tasteful 
thing.“ White vests are in favor, and are 
made of pique, of Ottoman silk, and 
even of watered silk.’’ Trousers are 
wider than last year, and have braid down 
the side. White lawn ties are from seven- 
eights to an inch and an eighth in width. 
Black ties are now never worn with evening

Day by day, the week 
through, compromises, truces and settle- 
ments have been promised, bave been ex- 
pected and have come not. Brotherhood of 
Engineers, praised a week ago as they always 
had been before for their integrity, are now 
open to all manner of accusations from Wall 
street. At the outstart assertions 
/from all sides were freely made that 
Chief Arthur and the other Advisers and Gov- 
ernors of the Brotherhood would ask only 
such concessions from the road as would be 
promptly and willingly granted. This opti- 
mistic expectation, however, dwindied speed- 
ily when it»was seen that the Brotherhood was 
intent upon executing absolutely the demands 
they bad made and made in good faith; 
the result was thatthe engineers ever since 
have bad Wall street on theran. Europe has 
been selling American stocks the whole week 
through; to-day’s bank statement showed 
that the item of loans reported from the Clear- 
ing house aggregates over $8,000,000. This 
represents money borrowed here by those 
who had temerity enough to stand up and let 
Europe unload uponthem. There is nothing 
anarchistic in the pusition that is taken by the 
C., B. & Q. engineers.

His 
organization can afford to stand where he has 
Put it. It has kept its word. President Cor- 
bin paid no undue compliment when he 
averned that the Brotherhood held its word as 
sacred as is held the word of the leading 
banking-house of this country. 


The truth is, that this C., B. & Q. strike is

Now that river navigation is once more re- 
sumed the export movement of grain by that 
route has opened up in good shape and prom- 
ises to be good of corn for some time. Orth- 
wein Brothers are sending out a large amount 
of corn, all of which had been delivered them 
on March contract, and 90,000 bu wheat that 
went to Hubbard & Bartlett on this month’s 
delivéries will also be loaded out, they say. 
This wheat, itis well known, is shipped by 
the Barge Line itself, and is more of a specu- 
lative venture than a regular sale to the other 
side, so well- posted parties affirm. It is fig- 
ured out that St. Louis wheat is fully 5c a 
bushel out of line, with European markets 
and also that our corn is fully 2c too high, 
but the latter article is going just the same. 
In a quiet way there has been considerable 
kicking by grain exporters at the rate to New 
Orleans demanded by the Barge Line. They 
ae” itis entirely too high and the barges can 
afford to carry grain a great deal cheaper than 
they are now doing, which is 6½e on corn and 
about Ic higher for wheat. One of them said: 
In December, three years ago, the Barge 
Line gave a cheaper rate than they are now 
giving in March. The March rate should be 
fully 1 cent cheaper than the winter rate, but 
it isn’t this year.

Speculative wind seems to be escaping 
rapidly from the very much inflated cotton 
doom. During the past week, or since the 
close of Saturday a week ago, the option mar- 
ket at New York has rundown 28@30 points, 
and itclosed yesterday at the lowest point 
that has been seen for months past. Whether 
John Inman and the other bull manipulators 
have drawn out, allowing the market to sag 
of its own weight, or whether be and the 
others are still wrestling with their long 
cotton cannot be determined just now, but 
that a big amount bas een gotten 
rid of is shown by the heavy sales of the past 
few days. That the crop 8 Will reach 
6,800,000 bales is sure now; it probably will 
scrape pretty close to 6,900,000 and may reach 
higher, This means a good deal of cotton yet 
to be marketed. Yesterday’s port receipts 
showed up 2,000 bales larger than both same 
day the week before and last year, which 
seems to promise a good move- 
ment had recommenced. Locally 
there has been nothing but quietude 
in the market and only 1-l6c decline in price. 
The factors naturally donot believe in any 
further decline, Jerome Hill going on record 
with the statement made yesterday that cot- 
ton is a purchase right now., and the buyers 
naturally look for much lowerfigures. About 
the only incident of note was a wager made 
between two prominent members of the Cot- 
ton Exchange. J. C. Goldman bet John Wat- 
son $1,000 against $100 that the crop would not 
reach 7,000,000 bales. 
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The Cotton Exchange Building ts advertised 
for say, This will make no difference to the 
Cotton Exchange itself, as that organization 
holds alease upon its rooms that still bas 
something like forty-five years longer to run; 
indeed the sale isto be made subject to this 
lease. This building never has been a re- 
munerative one. It was built by Wm. L. 
Black, who at the time was way ahead on cot- 
ton speculations, standing to win several hun- 
dred thousand dollars, though he didn’t pull 
these profits out in the end. Mr. Black, 
naturally of a whole soul, generous 
nature, felt so good over his prospective 
fortune that in putting up the building 


he had a handsome hall added. This, with the 


necessary Secretary and Board’s room and 
reading-room he leased to the Cotton Ex- 
change at a nominal rental of $1 per annum.

A REPORTED STRIKE. 

The Glasse—Pendery shaft on Carbonate 
Hill is being sunk slowly, and is now down 
about 100 feet anda new strike was reported 
last week from Canterbury Hill, which, it it 
had been true, would have been one of the 
most important made in Leadvile 
for a long time. Investigation, how- 
ever, showed a very doubtful state 
of affairs at the claim. It is strongly suspected 
that the bottom of the shaft had been salted. 
The affair will probably result, however, in 
attracting attention to this portion of Lead- 
ville again. Considerable prospecting work 
was done here in early days. The new strikes 
which have been made in Leadville during the 
past few months are all . up well. aoe 
amounts of oreare being blocked out in the 
Flagstaff and Venus. The former has already 
produced about $15,000. The Olive Branch and 
Officer are both producing a large amount of 
rich ore, shipments being made from each 
mine at the rate of from twenty to thirty tons 
per day. 

Work inthe Great El Paso enterprise is now 
going ahead regularly. The shaft has been 
drained, enlarged and retimbered to a depth 
of 430feet. The bottom of the old shaft will 
be reached in about a week more, and the 
probability is that ore will be struck. 

THE DINERO, 

The Dinero mine at Sugar Loaf is falling off 
considerably from its rate of production of a 
few mont 12 The mie is 
not now producing.and sbipping more 
than from fitty to one hundred 
tons of ore per month. One hundred and fifty 
or two hundred tons per month is a good pro- 
duction for a sugar-loaf mine, and the Dinero 
formerly maintained its output at about this 
rate. It is feared that the management of the 
Dinero mine have not kept prospecting work 
far enough ahead of the sloping.

A — treatment change is demanded for 
smelting these concentrates on account of the 
zinc, which they contain. 
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shipped to El Pasoand Socorro, and is used 
for fluxing by the smelters. The ore comes 
from Hanover, twelve miles from this city, 
and is sold in the mines for 15 cents per ton. 
It is in large bodies and can be quarried out. 

An expert sent from Denver to examine a 
copper mine at Clifton, owned by OC. M. Shan- 
non of this city, has made a favorable report, 
and a sale of some importance is probable in 
the immediate future. Mr. Shannon once re- 
fused $600,000 for this same’mine. 

A contract for a 250-foot tunnel will be let on 
the Pacific next week. The tunnel will strike

OKER- PLAYING 
has never been 
so universal in 
St. Louls as itis 
at the present 
time. It has be- 
come a conta- 
gion, and has af- 
fected all classes 
of society. Young 
and old, rich and 
poor, all play 
poker. It has be- 
come the fash- 
ionable craze’. 
Private games 
are run in the 
parlors of the 
most wealthy and fashionable households in 
St.Louis. Women have tasted of its allurements, 
have been fascinated, and are now as perfect 
and helpless slaves to its charms as the worst 
poker fiends amongthe men. Ladies of un- 
questioned social standing, who are constant 
attendants at church, enjoy tbeir little game 


of poker one night a week, and are not 


ashamed of it, either, There is no section of 
the city without its scores of private poker 
clubs. They are much more prevalent 
among the rich than among the poor. 

The games are almost invariably small, and 
$10 or $20 is abig losing or winning to make in 
an evening in most of them. Generally one 
arises from a game with his fortune not 
altered more than $4 or $5 one way or the 
other. These losses are insignificant to people 
of wealth, but the poor could but ill afford to 
lose that much, hence the general absence of 
poker playing among the poor. Tb are a 
few private house games played, however, in 
which losses of $40 and $50 are frequently 
made, and sometimes the sum even exceeds 
$100. These are the exceptional cases, and 
not the rule. The games in which most 
money changes hands are the professional 
games down-town, in which the proprietor 

e room gets his rake- off.“ These games 
ard not as common asthe private games, but 
rtheless, the city is full of them, so to 
¢ ,and any one down-town wanting to 
get into a professional game of poker need not 
have far to walk. 
HOW POKER SPREAD. 

Poker is one species of gambling , which the 
Johnson law, making the keeping of any 
kind of a gambling house a _ felony, 
increased instead of diminished. This 
is easily explained. When the men who 
had formerly played poker at these rooms, 
found themselves suddenly cut off from their 
favorite pastime, they commenced casting 
abo&t among their friends and associates for 
people with whom to play a friendly ganie at 
their house. This led to men who would prob- 
ably never bave thought of entering a public 
gambling-house learning the game. It inter- 
ested shem just as it does everybody, and they 
in tufn, initiated other, friends into the mys- 
of this most exciting of card games, and 
t result was natural, It was 
Pound to spread..

ese poker games being played constantly at 

elr houses and from interested spectators to 
interested participants is an easy step which 


Now 
there are hundreds of ladies in St. Louis, both 
married and single, who play the game regu- 
larity. But not only dia men’s wives and 
daughters, but their sons as well become ini- 
tiated into the mysteries of the sacred game. 
Boys’ parties were soon in full biast 
and are yet, most of the youths 
Aying until as late an hour in the 
orning and for as large stakes as their 
distinguished sires. Ladies talk of their game 
openly in society, making no concealment of 
ing it and proffering no excuse for it.

PROFESSIONAL GAMES. 

The professional 7 are principally 
located In the heart of the city, inthe district 
bounded by Fourth and Ninth 
Washington avenue and Market street.

nd of the city is ‘Tilled with games, but they 
are nearly all private — between friends, 
playea at each other's houses aud there are no 
rake-offs.

No one has 
ever been convicted under the Johnson law of 
keeping a poker room and sent to the peniten- 
tiary, and thatis what emboldened mento 
start games, While visions of the peniten- 
tlary Stared them in the face they remained out 
of business, but as soon as there was no 
longer an danger to be feared in that diree- 
tion the old-time sports immediately set about 
opening new rooms about the city for the 
uur ot the game.

THE LAST RAID. 

Last Thursday the police took outa felony 
warrant against Charles Johnson, keeper of 
the stud-horse poker game at 713 Pine street. 
This style of game possesses less of the ele- 
ment ot skill and more of the element of 
chance than draw poker. In fact it is very 

‘ttle like the regular poker game, and bears 
more resemblance to keno, the rake-off by 
the house being the same. The polite want to 
tést it and see whether it can be broken up by 
punishing the keeper of the game under the 
felony actor whether they shall have to con- 
tentthemselves with raiding it occasionaliy 
and having the players pay costs in the Police 
Court. Johnson was selected in particular be 
cause he runs the principal game of the kind 


in the city. . 
DOWN-TOWN DENS. 

In the down-town district one may run 
across a poker game almost anywhere in the 
buildings over saloons and offices and under 
any circumstances. In many rooms the game 
is not confined to any one night, but is patron. 
ized more or leas throughout the week tpougn 
Saturday evening is generally conceded to be 
the time when the chips fly thickest. One 
never knows where one may stumble against 
the biggest kind ofa game, a far-away rattle 
of the ivories, just the suspicion ofa clink 
and a faint light through the darkened tran- 
som that becomes singularly bright when the 
door is opened, being often the first intima- 
tion to a newly-arrived lodger that he is very 
near and yet at the same time provokingly re- 
wote from a prodigious amount of fun. 

Fred Williams of the Salvage Oorps recently 
encountered a round-table party under pecu- 
liar circumstances, but so great was his sur- 
prise that he cannot at this date tell whether 
the table was possessed of a slit for the re- 
ception of tribute or not. It was on St. Charles 
street and the corps had been summoned te a 
tall building, from the roof of which a passer- 
by had seen smoke issuing and had given an 

arm. When the salvage lieutenant entered 
the premises he bounded up the steps three at 
atime, but found the door atthe head of the 
ne landing securely fastened. In a 
minute he had kicked it in and 
almost fell prostrate on half-a- 
dozen men sitting around enough red, white 
and blue chips to furnish the national colors of 
aregiment. Mr. Williams recovered himself, 
and without waiting to apologize, sprang on 
the table, and with a few well-directed blows 
of his professional instrument knocked outa 
largeglice of ceiling, when the fire was seen 
blazing away merrily in the roof. The players 
could not protest very vigorousiy under 
the circumstances, but one man swore 
roundly that for his part he might 
as well be dead as born to bad luck. He had 
lost $300 during the evening, but just as the 
door had been forced so unexpectedly he had 
got four kings, while the chief winner stood 
pat on a full hand. | 

If cognizance were taken of all the poker 
rooms in town the list would fill the entire 
PoOST-DISPATCH, while to furnish the names 
of all the players it would not 
be necessary to greatly alter the 
city directory. Indeed, the private 
rooms and clubs are where the big stakes 
change hands, men — and winning their 
thousands. But the search after gambling es- 
tablishments pure and simple, the rooms 
where there isa rake-off for the house, and 
where the proprietor is amenable to the 
gambling law, are sufficientiy numerous to 
make the average citizen who indulges only in 
an occasional game at his own room open bis 
eyes. 

THE BIG GAMB. 

The bright particular lay-out of the city is 
over Schaefer’s billiard-hall, atthe northwest 
corner of Fourth and Pine streets. Ed Town- 
send isthe presiding genius of this establish- 
ment, which does notrunevery night in the 
week, but which amply makes up for its occa- 
sional indisposition by investing the immediate 
locality with a beautiful hue of carmine paint 
whenever the game is in full blast. The high- 
est limit is played bere of any game in town. 
$10 to $20 being not infrequently the amount a 
player is allowed to bet at one time, which 
may of course win the pot far up in the hun- 
dreds. Mr. Townsend looks after the rake-off, 
his rooms being patronized by big gamblers 
and high-rollers generally. 

THE STEADY GAME. 

But the best paying and steadiest running 
game known to poker cranks is that of Single- 
ton D. Cave, over John Scott's saloon, at the 
southeast corner of Seventh and Olive streets. 
The limit is strictly $5, andthe rake-off but 
12½ cents on king’s-up or better, the lowest 
percentage for the proprietor in town. But 
the large patronage makes up for the small 
rake-off, the game being much patronized 
by vigitmg merchants, plenty of 
— trom interior and b 

amblers from other cities, 
focal professionals are to be 
at the apartments almost any evening. 
the high limit of this game and the consequent 
restriction of its patronage to choice and 
courageous spirits that, no doubt, materially 
assists in its popularity, most of the St. Louis 
poker-rooms being content with a, $2.50 limit, 
the rake-off, with the exception of Townsend's 
headquarters, varying from 15 centsto 20 cents 
when any hand as good ae or 
better than] kinge-u is called. Nearly 
every poker house, however, has its own 
rules. Cave’s establishment was raided a 
few nights ago by the police and seven 
players captured, allof whom gave bond when 
taken to the Four Courts. 

ON WASHINGTON AVENUE, K 

W. Kerrick’s poker parlors, over Wester- 
mann’s restaurant, on Washington avenue, 
between Sixth and Seventh streets, will 
not perish from lack of patronage. 
The rake-off at this place is 
about 16 cents and thé game a 
steady one, Mr. Kerrick’s patrons are not 
unlike in general standing the gentlemen who 
keep theſ pot boiling at Messrs. Townsend's 
and Cave’s, and the establishment is well- 
known to the makers of jack- pots. 

SMALLER GAMES. 

It may startie the conservative to learn that 
Hurst s Hotel is not lacking in its professional! 
knights of the round table, of whom one Pad - 
dock is the genial abettor of the proceedings 
that transpire in his room during several 
evenings in the week. The game is said to be 
a pretty steady one and the patrons of good 
poker status, with plenty of biue blood at 
about §2 per corpuscle. 

Ahe resort over Farrelly’s real estate office, 
on the south side of Chestnut street, between 
Kighth and Ninth streets, is not an uninter- 
esting one. A man named Witherspoon 
was ex-officio chairman of the committee 
meetings at this establishment, but deponent 
knoweth notif he has transferred of late his 
-anthority to other hands. But the game there 
struggles along in a reasonably healthy man- 
ner, whoever the proprietor may be. 

Dall another poker- room may be satisfac- 
torily entered the initiated. It ts located 
over Rose’s saloon, on the south side of 
Easton avenues, west of Thirty-fourth street 
and although the reporter cannot a 
the resent moment (recall th 
name of the proprietor, those desiring to len 
their patronage and who read these lines n 
doubt have acquired the open, sesame’ 
racket themselves. 


A SWELL GAME. 
Over Frank Ellis’ saloon, on the south side 
of ust, between Fourth and streets,

, NOT ARISTOCRATIC. 

Oharlie Johnson’s establishment at 713 Pine 
street is a notorious one, but can hardly be 
classified in the aristocratic list just submit- 
ted. Thesubtieties of ‘‘draw’’ are waived 
for the purely gaming excitement of that 
haif-breea species of poker known as ‘‘stud- 
horse, and the rooms are largely patronized 
by cheap gamblers. Johnson formerly ran his 

ame over the real estate office of Marcus A. 

olff, on — — street, but the place was re- 
centiy raided and clo up, when 
Johnson removed to his present quar- 
ters, But he has not been left in 
undisturbed possession since the removal, for 
the police raiaed the Piue street rooms on the 
same night as the Cave raid and arrested six 
men. e detectives were anxious to proceed 
more particularly against the proprietor in 
this case, and that was the reason that Officer 
John Dol: , in citizen’s clothes, had already 
joined the game. Johnson, however, was 
not present, a man named Lloyd acting as 
dealer. 

A scion of a well-known and wealthy family 
who has for some time been separated from 
his wife, who is about to sue him foria divorce, 
runs a game regularly at his room down town. 
In itonly bimself and friends play and the 
rake-off goes for drinks. 

A game was formerly run near the Mounted 
District Station, Ewing avenue and Market 
street, by ayoung man named Legan, who 
— around a pool alley where he was once 
employedin a cigar store. The game was 
patroniged principe’ by railroad men. A 
raid or two by the police closed it forever. 

THE BEAUTIES OF ‘‘STUD-HORSE’’ POKER. 

These are by no means all the rake-off poker 
games played in St. Louis, but they are the 
most important and the most notorious. Draw 
poker is the game played at nearly all of these 
establishments, the stud-horse variety being 
the exception. The latter savors more of keno 
than of poker, skill being largely subordinated 
to chance, so thatthe element of gamblipg is 
„ in its most enticing features. In stud- 

orse there are flye cards dealt to each 
player, as in draw, but only one of these 
cards is dealt face downward, the other four 
being visible to all the participants of the 
the game. After the bettingis finished the 
players turn up thelrodd cards and the high 
hand takes the pot. The proprietor in this 
+ gete a percentage from each pot, and if 

is establishment is not too frequently raided 
his income is swollen to very generous pro- 
portions at the end of the season. In fact, 
the proprietor is seldom subject to being 
frozen out in the long run, no matter what 
may be the variety of the national game 
played. 

WHERE THE RAKE-OFF GOES. 

It not infrequently happens that after an all- 
night game each player finds himself a littie 
behind, owing to the vaciliating nature of the 
luck, but the chips on the calied hands that 
find their way through the slit in the table 
are none the less numerous. The players do 
not grudge them, as they find the rooms con- 
venient and realize that the host must be 
paid. Besides the proprietor runs consider- 
uble risk, as the ethics of the game require 
that he make good the fines inflicted on ar- 
rested players when à raid has been made. 
These fines are generally $3.50 for every man 
indicted, and when the police insist on wit ge 
ing down upon some one particular estabiiah- 
ment{with annoying frequency, the rake-off 
for tne genial poker man is decidedly 
diminished. As for the value of the stock in 
trade, that does not amount to much. A few 
cheap chairs, a 40-cent pack of cards, tables 
of the most ordinary description and common- 
place wooden chairs go to make up the be- 
longings of a poker-room in danger ofa raid. 
Then, too, the chips are seldom ivory, being 
made instead of celluloid, 80 that 
their value is of little extent. The av- 
erage police raid probably does not net 
the department more than §2 or $8 in the furni- 
ture and other belongings taken in, some 
poker- rooms even descending tothe use of 
paper chips, which besides being almost 
worthless from a financial point of view, 
make no noise when a man ‘‘goes broke’’ on a 
pat hand and reaches down fora bill with 
which to replenish his stock from the bank. 

A poker-room in fuil blast Is not, it is hardly 
necessary to state, an easy thing to approach 
by a stranger, much less by the police, and 
every precaution must be taken by the latter 
to prevent the occupants either from escaping 
or from transforming through some subtle 
agency the surrounding of the game into the 
most innocent-looking and conventional as- 


pect. 
_BAFEGUARDS. 

The rooms now running 2 to confine 
their safeguards largely to the keeping of a 
close watch and to barred doors, but the pre- 
cautious taken from time to time are most in- 

enious and amusing. The entrance to one 
North St. Louis establishment, now broken 
up, was through the bar-room below. The 
poker tables were on the third floor, and lead- 

ng from them to the immediate vicinity of 
the bar was an iron tube. When a sus- 
picious individual would make his ap- 

earance and dart up the stairease, a 

low on this tube by a hammer in the hands 
of the barkeeper would instantly arouse the 
players to a sense of their danger, and when 
the officers had reached the rooms they would 
find that the occupants had dispersed through- 
out the building, which wasa large one and 
offered easy means of escape. 

ee — room, now no more, was 
protected from rude invasion by a wire run- 
ning from the apartments of the gamblers 
to the foot of the stairs, ingeniously attached 
to the banisters. The stairway was very dark 
and the steps unusually steep, so that the 
most natural action of an intruder who had 
not been posted was to support himself b 
means ofthe rail. As he did so, he woul 
touch the wire, and this would instantly seta 
bell to jingling.

It is not a game 
where high stakes are played for and is not 
patronized by swells. 

Henry Bridgewater runs a game for negroes 
at his resort on the west side of Eleventh, be- 
tween Morgan street and Christy avenue.

There is also a game for colored gamblers at 
Charley Tyler’s saloon, 1100 Morgan street. It 
is also considered a ‘big game“ fora colored 
house.

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Do Much Business by Wire—Cable Mes- 
sages Sent From St. Louis. 


HE COMMERCE of 
the world has become 
so dependent on the 
telegraph that it is 
dimicult for men now 
in active business to 
conceive how their 
predecessors man- 
aged to get along 
without this most val- 
wable auxiliary. In 
St. Louis, as in all 
other cities, fully 90 
per cent of the con- 
mercial transactions 
require the use of the 
telegraph at some 
stage of the proceed. 
ings, and in many 
branches of industry 
it is the only means of communication be- 
tween the parties interested in bargains in- 
volving millions of dollars. With a view of 
discovering to what extent the wires were 
used by men engaged in different lines of 
business, a representative of the Post-D1s- 
PATCH called upon several officers of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and a 
number of leading merchants to ascertain the 
results of their experience. 
A TELEGRAPH OFFICIAL TALKS. 

„Our customers are the public at large, 
replied an official of the telegraph company, 
but ot course certain lines of business pa- 
troaize the telegraph far more than others. 
Owing to the greater distances, and thé con- 
sequent difficulties of communication by mall, 
the percentage sent by a certain number of 
Americans is far greater than thatof European 
countries, Wonderful ag the extent and de- 
velopment of the mail system of the Wegtern 
States is, it is fairly out-stripped by the tele- 
graph, which penetrates every nook and cor- 
ner of the mountains, is found in the smallest 
and most remote villages of the 
frontier, and is never far behind the 
most enterprising pioneers. Not hav- 


in statistics at hand, I cannot speak 
0 certainty, butt is my strong impression 
that the States west of the Mississippi, cer- 
tainly those west of the Alleghanies, use the 
telegraph more freely in proportion to their 

opulation and wealth than those of the At- 
antic seaboad. Here in St. Louis the number 
of words sent over the wires weekly exceeds 
one million, the number of messages being 
between thirty thousand and forty thousand. 
Probably the most liberal patrons of the tele- 
graph are the members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. Nearly all business is conducted 
over the wires, the mail being a compara- 
tively unimportant uuxiliary, 

THE GRAIN MEN ALONE 

furnish a very large percentage of the business 
transacted over the wires in this city. They 
are in constant communication with all parts 
of the West and Southwest, as well as Chicago, 
Baltimore, Boston and New York, and their 
bills amount to thousands of dollars monthly. 
The cotton and live stock men are liberal 
patrons of the telegraph, and, in fact, nearly 
the whole exportable product of the States of 
the Southwest is moved in obedience to the 
tap of the operator on his instrument in this 
city. The Merchants’ Exchange ig one of our 
most important offices and does fully 8 per 
cent of the business of the city. 

Next tothe grain and cotton men, the 
speaker went on to say, the dealers in pro- 
duce are our best customers and probably 
patronize the telegraph more liberally than 
any other class, when the value of the articles 
dealt in is considered. Their goods are often 
ofa more oriess perishable nature and it is 
not advisable to carry large stocks. The 
necessity of rapid and constant dommunica- 
tion between the market and bases from 
which supplies are drawn is particularly 
urgent in this class of business, and the tele- 
graph has nearly entirely superseded the 
mail, The extent of country covered by the 
messages of the produce dealers is probably 
not guite as great as that reached by the 
grain dealers, but the number of separate 
points touched is at least equal, or even 
greater. The telegrams sent to points within 
the States of Missouri and Illinois by the 
produce men probably outnumber those dis- 
patched by any other class, as every small 
town is reached, and many messages are sent 
to the same place in the course of a- single 


day. ’ 

THE VARIOUS RETAIL DEALERS 
probably are next in importance, closely fol- 
owed by the large wholesale houses. The 
private or personal messages concerning mat- 
ters not n commerce form but 
an in considerable fraction of the business 
transacted, whilethe bank dispatches do not 
at all equal in number those sent by similar 
institutions inthe East. In fact the financial 
business of the telegraph company in this city 
occupies a position distinctly inferior to the 
commercial, the difference being much greater 
than in the money centers of the East. The 
railroad business is considerable in volume, 
while, as is well known, the hewspapers of St. 
Louis use the wires more freely than any in 
the country, or indeed in the world.

parts of the world. A New York man got 4 
very exhaustive cable cipher code, lla 
from nearly avesy language inthe world, and 
containing 120, words. Each word Is rep- 
resented by a number, and all are arran 
in tables, from each of which 
fifty separate words can be built. In some 
cases a singie word pepeosents several long 
This code ig applicable to every 
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at gotten-spinning country of the world. 

he price of cotton js settled in the London mar- 
ket,and it ie necessary for us to be in constant 
communication with England. We used to do 
this directly, but of recent years we have found 
it more convenient to do so via New York, and 
it is for this reason that the number of cable 
messages sent from this city would furnish no 
true criterion of our large and rapidly growing 
cotton business. Our telegrams are sent b 
our New York correspondents, and shoul 
really be credited to St. Louis, although not 
sent directly from this city.’’ 

BANK MESSAGES. 

A bank official stated that the reason so few 
cablegrams were sent was because nearly all 
the transatlantic exchange was negotiated 
through New Yorkand Philadelphia. When 
money was to be received or sent abroad, the 
practice was to either deposit the trod 
amount in an Eastern bank, or direct that it 
be sent there, the necessary telegrams being 
transmitted tothe New York correspondent, 
by whem the St. Louis bank would be notified. 
Scarcely any circular letters are issued in St, 
Louls on Europe, a few Bastern banks, gener- 
any peters banks, having almost a monopoly 
in this business, and having foreign connec- 
tions, which render it more convenient and 
expeditious to transact business through them 
than directly. 

MERCHANTS” MESSAGES. 

A member of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
having large dealings in grain, sald in answer 
toaquery: ‘‘The use of the telegraph bas 
grown wonderfully within the past ten years, 
and to-day nine-tenths of our business is 
transacted by wire. The cost is not very 
great, and I have found that my customers 
prefer to incur the additional expense rather 
than be deprived of the adyantages incident 
to telegraphic communication. I send twenty 
telegrams pow where I sent fivea few years 
ago, although my business has not increased 
in that proportion. In the fierce competition 
that now prevails a man who placed much re- 
liance on mail facilities would find himself at 
a great disadvantage, and would not be able 
to hold his own. 6 rely more and more on 
the telegraph every day, and its use is steadily 
on the increase.’’

Kansas Orry, Mo., March 8.—This noon, aft- 
er two important witnesses had testified in the 
inquiry into the cause of death of Frank Eid- 
son, the victim of the Midland Hotel accident, 
Architect D. H. Burnham interrupted the pro- 
ceedings by addressing the Coroner. 


tinue the examination any further, said Mrs 
Burnham, ‘‘asI think thatI can tell you the 
exact cause of the catastrophe and of the 
death of Frank Eidson. There will and can be 
no denial of the explanation that I will make, 
and all good engineers will corroborate my 
statements. ＋ 

Coroner Ellston told Mr. Burnham to take 
the witness stand, and after being sworn, the 
architect continued, ‘‘The cause of all the 
trouble, as has been supposed, lies in the iron 
piates that 42 support the trusses under 
the ceiling of the rn We have 
been investigatihg the thing thoroughly, but 
it was not until this forenoon that Mr. Root 
and Mr. Ewing ascertained thatthe iron piates 
were net what they should have been. About 
this time last year it was discussed between 
the owners of the hotel and ourselves 
whether the dining room should. be 
supported by columns or by iron trusses. 
The trusses, after some thought, werechosen. 
Drawings were at once made of the work at 
Chicago and forwarded to Mr. Root at Kansas 
ea y our General Superintendent Mr. 
Sickles. A letter was also dictated by the same 
gentieman explaining fully the dimension of 
ali the iron work and manner in which it was 
to be put in.’’ Mr. Burnham then read the 
letter to the jury. 

The drawings of tne iron work have 


turned up to-day and the copy used b 
the iron men isin the city. The plates whic 
we have found, were all too small to 


do the work laid out for them. The small 
plate supporting the truss on the south wall is 
only 1% inches thick, and should have been 2% 
inches. This difference in the thickness did 
not, in this case, make any difference, but it 
shows thatthe fron men did not live up to 
their contracts. In size the plate is 1% feet 
square, while u should have been, according 

the drawing, 8 7-10 feet square. This is less 


than one-half the size it should 
have been. The weight of e 
truss was, therefore, thrown over a 


smaller area of the wall, and the strain being 
so great, caused oonsiderable weight to rest 
on the edge of the plates instead of the center. 
This caused the bricke to give and, in my 
opinion, le what caused the calamity. The 
drawings were all correct and there is no 
room to doubt this point, as we have all the 
drawings to refer to. The wall had thirty-five 
tons resting upon it, thus bearing sixteen tons 
resting on each plate, or about seven tons to 


the square foot. The wall, instead 
of _ bein a 20-inch was but sixteen 
inches thick, It was an unusually good one, 


however, and would have stood considerable 
weight as it was. 

Frank Smallwoods is the man who did the 
setting of the plates, contined Mr. Burn- 
ham. ‘‘He informed me this morning that he 
knew at the time that the plates were not as 
large as the drawings called for. My opinion 
is that the wall gave way on the south side 
first. What the men have said about having 
seen the movement at the north wall is prob- 
ably true. In making the truss it must have 
been crowned upward, leaving the weight al! 
on the center of the plate. Our drawings were 
absolutely perfect and had the building been 
carried out according to them there would 
have been no trouble. The pier as built shoul 
have carried forty-eight tons or eight tons t 
the square foot.’’ 

Frank Smaliwood was spoken to by are- 
etd at the close of Architect Burnham's 

estimony, and denied having stated that he 
was aware that there was a de- 
ficiency in the tronwork. An adjourn- 
ment was taken at noon until 2:80 o'clock. 
Mr. Smallwood was examined after adjourn- 
ment and was subjected to a 3 cross-ex- 
amination. The question was being asked, 
‘*Why did not the architect or his representa- 
tive inspect the work of construction at every 
stage? This query is likely to cut quite a fig- 
ure in Monday’s investigation.

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THE ANALYSIS. 

It gives me pleasure to tell you what traits 
of character are to be seen in the handwriting 
of Hugh M. Brooks, because during the past 
year many persons have been brought into 
more or less intimate relations with him; 
have formed opinionseach for himself as to 
what sort of a man he is and whashe is, apart 
from any question as to his innocence 
or guilt, To such persons, who 
have formed their opinions from personal in- 
tercourse with the man, it may be interesting 
to have, forpurposes of comparison, a study 
of his character as revealed by his handwrit- 
ing to one who has never seen him, and who 
has taken so little interest in him that even 
since beginning this analysis of him it has 
been impossible to recall any impression as to 
his face or appearance. 

I have before me a card on which 
he wrote, shortly after his return to 8t. Louis, 
the ngme he then went by—W. H. Lennox Max- 
well—and the last page of a letter to the Post- 
DISPATCH, signed Hugh M. Brooks, and bear- 
ing date of February 12, 1888. The first was 
written for a sweet gir! graduate, the latter is 
part of a business letter or argument, both in 
one sense formal and lacking muchthala 
friendly letter to his father or his attorney 
would reveal. I have tried to obtain other 
specimens of his writing, but without success, 
so Iam forced to base my analysis on these, 
Letters written at different times, amid differ- 
ent surroundings, under different impressions, 
would give me details which are now lacking, 
but with simply these two bits of handwriting 
to guide me, I am willing to have my analysis 
and my conclusions tested by those who 
know him personally. With the material at 
hand I have made the following analysis: 

HIS FACULTIES. 

Faculties: His brain is almost wholly de- 
ductive and logical, gaining knowledge by 
means of assimilation and comparison, learn- 
ing easily from others but originating almost 
nothing itself, feeling strongly the connection 
of ideas, and caring for them only as they 
appear to have relation to other ideas. No 
theories, no power to create, but everything 
seen from the positive and practical side; only 
moderately impressionable, The heart feels 


impressed for a moment, but all is controlled 
by the head. Not an emotional man, nor a 
passionate one. His feelings, or affections, 
are seldom if ever allowed to control his 
actions. 

Instincts: Not aman of high ideals or noble 
aspirations; good-natured, even disposition, 
pleasant-mannered, naturally hopeful, seeing 
the bright side and accepting’ things as they 
come, 

Nature: No trace of selfishness, but neither 
is there any trace of generosity; no pride, 
save a slight feeling of superiority 
to others. This may be either social or 
intellectual. Butit is not strong enough to 
give him either formality or stiffuess of man- 
ner. Heis democratic in mannerand makes 
acquaintances easily. Clear, cool head and 
weil-controlled manner; not carried away by 
any freaks of imagination, nor hurried along 
by any enthusiasms. Hig manner is candid, 
open, good-natured, As a business man he 
should be honestand straightforward. There 
are no traces of any finesse or dissimulative 

wer, nor of any capacity to attain his ends 

y polloy. On the other hand, there is no sign 
that his experience has enabled him to read 
character well and divine the motives of 


others. 1 
HIS CHARACTER. 

Character: There is plainly shown a desire 
to rule, to have things done after his plans 
and ideas, to be master.

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MAKING OUR LEAD PENCILS. 


Where the Graphite is Found and What 
it Costs to Make It. 


NTIL the year 1864, 
says the Delaware 
American, when 
there was discov- 
ered in the County 
of Cumberland, in 
the northwestern 
part of England, a 
mine of the best 
and purest graph- 
ite, the lead pen- 
cil was unknown to 
the world. This 
mine at Borrow- 
dale at once became 
very celebrated, and of course very valuable. 
Pencils made of Cumberland gre hite were 
sold all over Burope, and were highly prized 
everywhert. The manufacture of lead pen- 
ciia became a ve important business, 
and the British overnment, in order 
to protect the new industry, passed 
laws prohipiting the export of graph- 
ite to foreign lands. Onlyacertain quantity. 
enough to supply the requirements of the 
pencil makers, was doled out on the first Mon- 
day of every month, anda military force had 
to be kept at the minesto protect them from 
bands of marauders. 
For nearly three hundred years England 
supplied the world with lead pencils, and then 
the great Cumberland mine which had added 
s0 much to the coffers of Great Britain, be- 
came exhausted. The metallic part of this 
little Implement is universally called black 
lead, but there is not a particie of lead in it. 
This black and glossy substance is properly 
called plumbago, of which there are several 
varieties, and isa compound of carbon and 
iron. One of these varieties is fine grained, 
soft, nearly freefrom grit and well-adapted 
for writing purposes, and this has received 
the name of graphite. 
When the mine at Borrowdale gave out it 
became advisable to discover some way of 
making the impure graphite available for the 
needs of the world. After many experiments 
had been tried the ingenuity of a Frenchman 
solved the problem and we have pencils now 
of a better quality than ever were made 
of the best Cumberland graphite by the old 
method. I understand thatthe present mode 
of treating the plumbago, after it is powdered 
and purified, is to mix with it, in certain pro- 
portions, powdered clay, and then the mass is 
moistened, dried, pressed and baked; the 
treatment varying according to the diferent 
grades ef pencils required.

Babyhood. Itis anything but pleasant to see 
a 2-yeur-old strapped on the back of a 4-year-

At the expira- 
tion of that time the mother’s relatives send 
7 very many things for baby, and a feast is 
given, when any one is at libery to present 
clothes, etc., to baby.

All prepara- 
tions are much wore elaborate if the child is a 
boy. At this seven-day feast fish, fruit, flow- 
ers, etc,, are also presented. For seventy-five 
days the mother’s food is very simple, prin- 
cipally rice, very softly boiled. For twenty- 
one days no fatty fish is eaten. After the 
seventy-five days the food is the same as 
usual. At the expiration of twenty-one days 
the bed (thick comforts on the ) is re- 
moved, and again a feast is given. 

Mother and baby enjoy their first outing at 
thirty-three days, when a visit is made tosome 
temple. In some parts of the country a cross 
is painted on the infant’s forehead at the time 
to ward off evil spirits. The hair is shaven at 
seven days, and olden times was kept so

FOUR LEADING COMEDIANS WRITE ESSAYS 
FOR THE POST-DISPATCH. 


‘Nat Goodwin, Digby Bell, Francis Wilson 


and De Wolf Hopper Speak Their Minds 
About Gags Ancient and Modern, and 
Start Divers Ingenious Theories as to the 
History of the Word. 


OUB or five men about 
town and some actors 
were gathered in a 
down-town resort a 
week or 80 ago, ex- 
changing gossip and 
the latest stories, when 
they fell to talking of 
the American come- 
dian, and repeating 
some of their more 
brilliant sayings on 
and off the stage. This 
naturally led on the 
conversation to the 
general subject of stage 
gags and gagging, and 
a numberof good sto- 
ries were told illustra- 
tive of the incisive and 


oftentimes ready wit of the comedians of 
whom they had been talking. After the stock 
of stories had been exhausted, each man in 
the circle having trotted out his favorite and 
having enforced each humorous point with 
care and deliberation, considerable specula- 
tion was indulged in relative to the origin of 
the word ‘‘gag.’’ Nothing very definite was 
reached, and lateron in the conversation a 
disagreement as to its exact meaning was de- 
veloped, The Post-DIsPaATOH immediately 
undertook to obtain a solution of the mystery 
and as a step in this direction has secured the 
ideas of four of the leading comedians on the 
subject in dispute. They are certainly charac- 
teristic, humorous and picturesque. 


Nat Goodwin Rises to Explain. 
What is a gag? 
There seems to be some misconception as to 


what a gag really is. It is not a piece of stage 
business, assome people seem to suppose. 
When I interrupt the burlesque love scene in 
the third act of ‘‘Turned Up“ by going to the 
bust, which stands on a pedestal up stage, 
and turn the face away so that the tender in- 
cidents of the scene may not be witnessed 
even by those eyes carved in stone, that is a 
bit of stage business, original with me, by the 
way, and there is no other word or phrase to 
describe it. A gag is a speech, and itisa 
speech introduce — 1 the lines of the 
play, usually by a player, but at all events by 
somebody other than the author, A gag, in 
other words, is a speech ich does not ap- 
pear in the original manuscript. 

The word is a coinage, of course 
by whom it was coined is a sec locked up in 
the bosom of the past. word, and 
I know it has been in use for at lest a hundred 
years. It was poe — familiar fo the players 
of the time of Goldsmith, Coleman, Keefe and 
Sheridan, and there wasthe same talk about 
the advantages and disadvantages, the pro- 

riety and impropriety of gags en as there 
s now. 

Gags are usually spontaneous, and uttered 
by the actor on the spur ofthe moment. The 
idea thatany player shuts himself op in a 
room and evolves them gradually and labori- 
2 or tosses on his couch at night elabo- 
rately concocting them, is absurd. Gags 
cooked up in this way would, as a general 
thing, be of no use. The gags that catch 
on, are living now and have passed into cur- 
rent speech are the product ofthe moment. 
When they are good, and the audience accepts 
them with favor and with a satisfactory tribute 
ofapplause and laughter, naturally they are 
retained. The prompter stands with his 
prompt-book in the wings and makes a note 
of all such speeches and expressions, and 

radually they are incorporated into the oriz- 
nal manuscript. After this fashion the orig 
inal manuscript of most plays grows day by 
day and month by month, and itis marvel- 
ous how considerable this growth is, and 
how, after a while, because of 
consistency and the coherency 
additions, the gags cannot 
tinguished from the author's speeches. I re- 
member that one time after we had been play- 
— „Hobbies“ for two or three seasons, a 
rehearsal was called for the purpose of intro- 
ducing seme new members into the company 
and getting them up in their parts. We got 
stuck somehow or other, anda reference to 
the original manuscript was found necessary. 
I need scarcely say that we were considerably 
surprised to find that the gags which had 
been introduced into the play, and were then 
an integral part of it, covered seventeen 
pages of foolscap paper, which is almost the 
— of space covered by an act of ordinary 

ength. 

Some of the best and brightest lines in the 
old comedies, and the ones which catch the 
audiences to-day and compel the longest and 
heartiest laughter, are gags. gg have grown 
so naturally out of the original situations and 
the author's re that they seem to be 
part of the work. fact, the lines of the 
author and the gags of the oy es cannot pos- 
sibly be separated. It would be very interest 
ing, if it were possible to do so, to compare 
the manuscript of ‘‘London Assurance’’ 
which was submitted to Charles Matthews 
with the acting version of that comedy to-day. 
London Assurance’’ was practically made on 
the boards. Boucicault’s manuscript was 
simply a framework, which pe vei gene- 
rations of players rounded and gagged into its 
present proportions. Few people in an audi- 
ence to-day understand that many of Bob 
Acres’ brightest speeches in The Rivais’’ 
are gags, and I should not at all be surprised 
to know that a number of lines of Skaks- 
peare which are extensively quoted now were 
the contributions of the players of the time 
who appeared in his dramas, or possibly of 
Shakspeare himself after the dramas were 
produced, and are also gags in every 1 
sense of the word. Look at Oolley Cibber’s 
version of Richard the Third, which is 
simply Shakspeare’s tragedy abundantly 
gagged, and the gags, among which is to be 
counted A horse! a horse! ef kingdom for

Most of my most successful gags have come 
tome wholly without premeditation on my 
part. I remember that when I first produced 
„Hobbies“! in San Francisco the audience 
was particularly cold, and I did not seem to be 
able to stir them up at all. I got mad at 
length and determined to make a break. 
Thomas Burns, who is with me now, was then 
a member of my company. The point in the 
play was finally reached where he said: 

Iwill see you later. 

Not if I see you first’’ I replied instantly. 

That caught the audience, I bad no reason 

complain of coldness after that. They 
laughed if I winked my eye, and when I got 
off a good line they went into spasms. his 
gag has gone into common use, but it was en- 
tirely original with me. 

It was in ‘‘Hobbies’’ that I originated two 
other gags which have lived through these 
seven or eight years and promise to become 
. popular. When the fa in the 

allet costume came on the stage it fell to the 
lot of one of the players to allude to her ab- 
breviated skirts and to remark that they were 
wt short. One night I retorted: 

Tvs es, they come high, but we must have 
em,’ 

That gag not only went with the audience, 
but it has continued on its way ever since. 
But really the most successful gag, I th 5 
that lever uttered was in explanation of the 
ballet girl’s appearance on the scene. One 
night, when the usual query was made as to 
where she came from, I explained, on the im- 
pulse of the moment, that the door was open 
and she blew in. When I first t that off I 
heard, I think, the heartiest laughter I ever

There 
were a t many ple who used to come 
there night after night and as aco uence 
became familiar with my assortment of refer- 
ences to the headgear and recogn anew 
one instantaneously. Ontheone hundredth 
night Cottrelly put 4. gume on me. She ap- 
peared with hercoiffure arranged in 
more bewildering manner than usual, d 
100“ spelt out in flowers in the midst of it 
in token of the number of performances. 
was surprised, it must be confessed. Cottreily 
thought she had me. Shewas all smiles and 
triumph, but my momentary embarrassment 
passed away. e right thing came to me.

There was a shout from the house—a species 
of mild dynamite explosion. The ceiling 
cracked or something, the cars stopped on 
Broadway and the doorkeeper from the Bijou 
across the way ran overto find out what the 
matter was. 

I have never Sea Glldert's Ubrettos to 
any extent. have too much respect for 
them. I did introduce one line into the Mi 
kado,’’ which used to help out the situation a 
little and always got a 8 It was during 
the song sung by Koko, Pitti Sing and Poo 
Bah, describing to the Mikado the imaginary 
details of Nanki Poo’s execution. After m 
highly-colored account of the affair was fol- 
lowed by Pitti Sing’s fanciful description of 1t, 
I used to say, just as Pooh Bah was starting in 
on his version: 

Now, be careful what you say.“ 

The injunction, of course, was the very es 
sence of gailon my part, after my own Baron 
Munchausen story, and the suggestion was 
always received with immense favor. 

My most memorable gag was sprung in 
Nell Gwynne, when that pretty but rather 
unsuccessful opera was done at the Casino. It 
was on there during the heat of the presiden- 
tial campaign, and Ryley and myself were the 
two comedians ia the cast, and were havin 
a little presidential campaign on the stage 
by ourselves. I was trumping Ryley’s gags 
right along, furnished him as they were by 
the libretto, and doing my level best to keep 
ahead of him. A live goat was one of the 
characters in the opera, and at a certain junc- 
ture Ryley threw him the fragments of a let- 
ter, in accordance with the author’s sugges- 
tion, which the goat, of course, true to his 
natural instincts, proceeded to put through a 
process of degiutition. When he had got 

airly started in the operation, Byley re- 
marked: 

„He does not burn his letters—he eats 
them.“ 

Well, it was in the midstof the campaign, 
and there is no necessity of describing what 
kind ofahit alittle remark of that sort was 
bound to make. I came to the conclusion that 
I was knocked out. I was dead to the world. 
The cross-piece was put up too high for me to 
jump over. It seemed tobe out of the ques- 
tion. Istruck my head with my two hands, 
and pulled niy hair, rubbed my nose the wrong 
way and filled up the interval before my cue 
came with other devices calculated to stimu- 
late whatI call my wits. But up to the time 
when Ihad got to the wing and was about 
dragging on the donkey, who was another 
character in the opera, my mind was a perfect 
blank. ButasIcame on the 375 of inspira- 
tion was poured in on me. Asi pulled on the 
donkey I cried: 

-*Whoa, Burchard!’’ : 

It went, and it went one better than ley’s 
admirabie gag had done. I never heard such 
laughter in my life. I belfeve those people are 
laughing yet. I think ener are up home now 
and their sides are still shaking. nd its suc- 
cess was not only an immediate success; it 
was one which was carried out of the theater 
and became the talk of thetown. It made a 
veritable sensation. Out.of-town papers had 
long special dispatches on itand some of the 
New York papers printed editorials. It stirred 
up a son of Burchard, however, and he wrote 
to Col. MoOaull, saying that he looked upon 
the ech as an insult to his father and 
begging that he would forbid its repetition. A 
great deal of pressure was brought to bear 
upon the management, and,although I argued 
strenuously against the idea of dropping it, 


McCaull thought it ought to be dropped, and 


it was. About a week afterwards, however, 
the son wrote to Col. McCaull again, say- 
ing that he understood that I was using the 


speech still, and that made McCaull mad. He | 


told me then to go ahead and do what I 
pleased. Well, I could not repeat the original 
Fes: That had been blown on. Ita run had 

een interrupted and a revival would have 
been useless. When I came onI cried out, 
instead: 

Come on, R. R. R.“ 

The house was on at once. They knew all 
about the controversy and they yelled with 
delight. I went, on to say: 

But I don’t mean what you mean. I know 
what you mean, but I mean Radway’s Ready 
Relief, or rum, rheumatism and remorse, or 
some other little thing of that kind.“ ° 

That gag was retained to the end of the 
opera’s career, but it never had the strength 
or popularity of the gag which was its imme- 
diate predecessur. The dropping of that I 
always believed was a very great mistake,

I cannot mars any 
facts or throw any statistics into a phalanx 
to sustain me in my stateme as to the 
word’s origin, but I have no doubt that if the 
vellum-bound volumes in the Lenox Lib 
were overhauled and a history of minstreisy, 
which would naturally be a black letter tome, 
hunted up, that what I eay would be found set 
down as the truth.
